= HAT the Partners of the faid Lights, have as much as in them lies endeavoured to break in 
uron the Rights, Priviledges, and Ancient Cuſtoms of the City of London, as 15 moſt evi- 
dent by their Proceedings inthe laſt Seflions of Parliament ; ieveral of the Honourable Court 
of Alderm2o and Commons being daily obliged to attend the Parliament, and put the City 
__ to no {mall Charge ro oppoſe their Deſign: It is bumbly conceived ſuch Practices ought nor 
to be Encouraged either 19 ihe City, or Liberties thereto belonging, 

Ticle Lights do not give that SatisfaCtion as was expeed, neither can 1t reaſonably be thought the City 
will be content to take rhe fame, when much beter Light may be had at as cheap a Rate, and greater Advan- 
tage to the Orphans: It's undeniable, that the faid Lights now generally uſed in Lordon give a very Blearing 
Light, unplcaſant and hurtful to the Sight, andare atrended with ſo many Darks and Shades, that moſt Peo- 
ple complain thereof, But br{ides, the pretended Patentees very ill manage the lighting of the Streets, fome 
Nights not being Lighted at all, which ought to be Lighted, nor have they Lighted the number of Lights 
they are obliged by cher Leafs, which things confidered may jaſily occafion Complaint. 

2 Patentees of che Old Ligncs propole to give the City of London a conſiderable Sum of Money year- 
fy for the Benefit of: the Orphans (altho' much leſs then 15 offercd by the Proprietors. of a better Light) but 
tiis Sum they propoſe not to pay, but upon fuch Conditions and Ties upon the Citizens as may 1n all proba- 
biiry make them very uneafie under it; which Propoſals when well conſidered by this Court will not appear 
to be valuable (as is pretended). And on the contrary, the Proprietors of the Light-Royal defire no Penalties, 
but at all times ſhalt be content to take ſuch Meaſures as this Honourable Court ſhall think moſt Adviſeable, 
both for the Benefit of the Orphans, and the Eaſe and Quiet of the Citizens. 

[t highly cenceras the Patentces tro make what Intereſt they can to promote the Old Lights but it would 
be much more commendablz to promote their Lights withour caſting a Reproach upon a much better Lighr, 
and induſtriouſly ſpreading about the Town, That the Glaſſes of the Light-Royal will af Crack and Break 
with the Heat and the Frofi, deſiring thole they Infinuate this Notion into, but to go into Cornhill and 
the Exchange, and there they will ſee what is or has been fo affirmed by them to be true: It muſt be 
allowed, that many of the Glaſſes in Cormhil were Cracked and Broke, but in truth, neither by Froſt nor 
Heat. And it's hoped, the Patentces of the Convex-Lights know not how nor by what means they came 
Broke; but this may be affirmed, If they do not know, ſeveral of their chicf Officers and Servants 
was often in the Company of thoſe Perſons that did break the Glaſſes with a great Srecl Bow, 
ſuch as they commonly kill Drer with, which Bow is now in the Cuſtody of the Proprietors of 
the Zight- Royal, and {tveral oi the Perſons concerned are now Profecuted at Law. Ir 1s a very mean Spiri-

means to diicourage Pertons not to Buy oit, or Deal with the Proprietors of the Light- Royal : But it alſo 
gi7es great Cauſe to [lpult thew Servants to be men of but bad Principles, to be acquainted with fo baſe 
men as was imployed to break the Lights, one of them being Committed fince Chriſtmas laſt by the Righr 
Honourable the Lord Mayor of Loudon, to Prifon, and fince has often ſworn, He will rake the firſt Op- 
Portuniry to. fire his Lordfhips loute, No Man can be fale if fuch Villains be not ſeverely Puniſhed, and 
ſuch ſn{ftruments DeteRted ; uny Man may. be ſhot Dead in the Street, and not known from whence it 
CUINES. 

The Yatentees of the Old Lights cannot reaſonably expe&t any Favour from this Honourable Court, when 
they have refuled to okey the Orders of the Lord Mayor of London. On the Fourteenth day of Fanzary 
laſt, His Lordthip was plegied to order the Preprietors of the 1 ight-Reyal to continue Lighting their 
Lights in Corabi!] and the Royal Exchange, and thar the Patentees ot the Convex Lights do forbear to Light 
their Lamps until] further Order: Which Order was thewed ro the Patentees, and a Copy thereof left 
with them, but they theught fir nor to obey the fame, but Lighted their Lights fo long as they pleaſed, con- 
Lrary to the fad Order, and im Contempr thei cor, 

Theſe Proceedings are hambly offered to the Conſideration of this Honourable Court. 
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FF" Fre is a common Report, That a certain Gentleman nas P ropoſals to offer for Lighting the Gity of Lon- 
a don, and it's ſaid, willengaze to give much more yearly for the Benefit of the Orphans, then either the 
pts, or te Light-v0) al. 7he (Puell; 7 being asked what Lights he would ſet ap, Anſwered, Ct 
ther the Convex Lights or rhe J-igine toy i, which the City ſhould beſt approve of: The Gentleman may be 
thoge/t wat to be tn hns Right Reaſon, pablickly zo tell the World that he would Wrong others of their Rizht, to do 
an Act of Charity to the Orphans, and certainly he muſt o2 vaid of all Modeſty fo apply himſelf to the City of 
f ondon for an Agreement, when he declares be will make uſe of jo unjuſt means to ferve them, but wants Autho- 
rity to enable him, and to Imbargue with tim ia his fraudulent Undertaking, which Propoſal 1s in effect, no more 
than to Aﬀroat aud Strain the Fuitice, L{our, and Reputation of the City of London : It might as reaſonably 
be offered to pay the Orphans Debts, with the Properties of every Goldſmith in Lmbard-ſtreet, and as juſt a 
Propeſal. 
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
